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Mum determined to see play area built in memory of son 


A GRIEVING mother who 
lost her son in a tragic acci¬ 
dent will have to wait and 
see if the council will build a 
play area where he died. 

Danielle O’Brien was left devastat¬ 
ed in September when her 13-year-old 
son Cagney fell 20ft to his death from 
a makeshift rope swing at Monks Way 
on the Buckland estate. 

She vowed to collect 1,000 signa-

tures in a petition to have a skate 
park built in the place where he fell to 
give children in the community some¬ 
where to play. 

In a statement, Dover council said: 
“Our thoughts remain with the family 
and community following this 
tragedy. We already work with com¬ 
munities and provide facilities for 
young people, such as the exciting 


new skate park in Pencester Gardens, 
as well as the large sports ground 
near the Linces in Buckland, and 
there is a BMX track close to this. 

‘We are aware of the petition, and 
have been in contact with the family 
earlier this year to discuss a request 
for a memorial plaque in the area, and 
we would welcome continued discus¬ 
sions with the family on this.” 

Asked if this meant the council had

A PARLIAMENTARY hope¬ 
ful who thinks three monu¬ 
ments could be looked after 
by Dover council is talking 
“complete nonsense”, say his 
political opponents. 

Prospective Tory MP Charlie 
Elphicke has been slated for living in 
“fantasy land” after he attacked 
English Heritage for stopping weddings 
and parties from taking place at Dover, 
Deal and Walmer castles. 

On his elphicke.com internet blog, Mr 
Elphicke claims the English Heritage 
decision will damage the district finan¬ 
cially and suggested Dover District 
Council should manage the sites. 

After complaining Deal castle should 
have more tourist attractions and some 
sort of museum, he says: “That’s why I 
think Deal and Walmer castles (at least 
the management!) should be handed 
over to the district council - or anyone 
else who feels like doing a proper job. 
We are not getting the best out of these 
amazing resources on our doorstep.” 

Archaeologist and district councillor 
Mike Eddy said Mr Elphicke had got it 
completely wrong: “It’s the sheer stu¬ 
pidity of what he’s saying, it’s complete 
nonsense. What English Heritage did 
was make a business decision. Perhaps 
they weren’t getting the numbers of 
people in to the castles to continue offer¬ 
ing the wedding and function services?

“We can see Mr Elphicke is clearly 
ignorant of Dover District Council”s 
poor reputation for management of our 
historic buildings. DDC was keen to rip 
the mechanism out of the timeball 
tower and turn it into a holiday let. The 
trust now taking on the As tor Theatre 
is faced with major refurbishment 
works after DDC looked after’ it. 

“I’m surprised Mr Elphicke doesn’t 
know Deal castle is not a good exhibi¬ 
tion venue. The basement and moat are 
prone to flooding which makes the 
place damp. It would be an act of crimi¬ 
nal irresponsibility if Deal Town 
Council (or anyone else) were, as he 
suggests, to put its art collection in 
there.” 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser 
said: “These castles are responsible for 
huge and complex liabilities. A district 
council is well able to look after gala 
events and allotments. The very 
thought of a district council running 


these important locations amounts to 
living in fantasy land.” 

But Mr Elphicke told Yourdover that 
Mr Eddy and Mr Prosser’s comments 
amounted to mischief-making. 

“There is all the difference in the 
world between ownership, mainte¬ 
nance and day-to-day management 
and I know that,” he said. 

“There are lots of great monuments in 
private ownership. I was talking about 
the day-to-day running of these sites. Of 
course Dover District Council hasn’t got 
the millions of pounds to pay for eveiy- 
thing needed to run these monuments. 

“But so much more could be done. 
Someone with an entrepreneurial spir¬ 
it could manage the castles and do a lot 
to attract more tourists to the area.” 

Mr Elphicke said Dover hadn’t got 
enough “great family days out” or excit¬ 
ing family attractions to bring in more 
visitors. 

He added that he was trying to look to 
the future and not the past, as he 
thinks his opponents do. 

DDC leader and fellow Tory Paul 
Watkins said: ‘We are veiy flattered by 
Charlie Elphicke’s confidence in DDC 
to undertake the management of these 
three castles. The financial liabilities of 
looking after these monuments are 
quite horrendous.” 

Mr Watkins said Cllr Eddy’s refer¬ 
ence to DDC’s reputation in this area 
was unfounded. He said the Astor 
Theatre had been leased to charitable 
organisations for more than 20 years 
and the council wasn’t entirely respon¬ 
sible for activities inside but was only in 
charge of essential maintenance.

Friends share 
fond memories

FRIENDS and colleagues have paid 
tribute to Dover Harbour Board’s 
marketing manager Keith Southey, 
who has died at the age of 53 after 
a long illness. 

A pupil at Astor College and South Kent 
College, Mr Southey joined the Dover Express 
at 17 and spent more than 20 years at the 
paper; he reported on the Zeebrugge disaster 
and interviewed survivors in Belgium. 

He later joined the Dover Harbour Board, 
where he worked as PR and marketing manag¬ 
er for 22 years before being diagnosed with a 
brain tumour. 

Following an operation at the beginning of 
this year, Mr Southey had started to make a 
recovery at a nursing home in Temple Ewell 
but then suffered a relapse. 

He was taken to the William Harvey Hospital 
in Ashford on Monday night and died in the 
early hours of Tuesday. 

Mr Southey’s former news editor at the Dover 
Express, Terry Sutton, said: “Keith was a very 
popular and very good reporter and always

treated his subjects sympathetically, especially 
in his interviews with the Zeebrugge survivors. 

“He was very interested in sport and was a 
great supporter of Dover Athletic. 

“He also had his own sailing dinghy and used 
to take it out and sail from the harbour.” 

Paul Youden, who knew Mr Southey when 
they were both journalists and later worked 
with him at the harbour board, said: “Keith was 
a wonderful guy - he wouldn’t say boo to a 


goose. He was held in very high regard and will 
be sorely missed. 

“All of us went round at various times to meet 
him at the nursing home and have a bit of 
lunch and take him for a drive, so the news 
came as a sudden shock.” 

Childhood friend Nick Stevens said Keith 
was “quite simply the nicest, calmest and loveli¬ 
est person you could ever wish to share life’s 
experiences with”. 

He added: ‘We’ve been friends ever since he 
and his brother and me with mine first kicked 
a football together as young boys at Elms Vale 
recreation ground in the early 60s, which I’m 
immensely proud and privileged to say estab¬ 
lished a life-long friendship. 

“I will always treasure those moments and 
the great times we had together in our early 
years, through the school years and later in our 
working lives together - memories that can 
never be taken away.” 

Brian Rees, who joined the Express when Mr 
Southey was a senior reporter there, said: 

“He was very kind to me in those formative 
years of my career, offering gentle support, 
guidance, encouragement and plenty of leg¬ 
pulling. He had a wicked sense of humour. 

“He soon became more like a big brother than 
a colleague. What struck me latterly was that 
against all the odds he managed to keep that 
sense of humour to the last. 

“What a thoroughly nice bloke. He’ll be sadly 
missed by many, many people. My very sincere 
condolences to his family.” 

Keith leaves behind his wife Bettina and two 
teenage sons. 

His funeral is due to be held on Friday, July 
17, at 11am in St Mary’s Church. 


Book chalks up 
recognition of

The extract is dated September 1961 
and mentions major past events in the 
town, including the first Channel swim, 
Louis Bleriot’s flight across the Channel 
and the two World Wars. 

Moorhouse writes: ‘With the exception 
of London itself, no place in the British 
Isles perpetuates our self-indulgent 
image as unflinchingly as Dover.” 

He goes on to talk about the famous 
white cliffs and “their promise of solidar¬ 
ity and independence”. 

The extract also describes the bustle 
around the seafront, describing it as 
“busy as Waterloo Station.”

Modem medieval 
map to take pride 
of place in keep

A HUSBAND and wife team from 
Worcester have recreated a medieval 
world map as part of the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound restoration of Dover 
Castle’s keep. 

According to English Heritage, this 
is the first serious attempt in mod¬ 
em times to create such a piece and 
experts say it is “highly authentic”. 

Phil and Tamara Pleasant have 
used the Sawley Map, the only sur¬ 
viving English 12th century ‘Mappa 
Mundi’ or world map in Cambridge, 
for inspiration and reference. 

The recreation has been crafted on 
calfskin using authentic materials, 
including ink made of oak galls and 
paint ground from natural pigments 
and 23.5 carat gold leaf. 

Following ancient Greek tradition, 
Asia is at the top, Europe to the left, 
Africa to the right and at the centre 
of the world is the island Delos.

Steven Brindle, an historian at 
English Heritage, said: “Medieval 
maps are laden with meanings and 
convey a view typified by a fear of 
god and the end of time, but also in 
awe of the wonder of creation. 

“Phil and Tamara’s dedication to 
an ancient craft means that not only 
do we have a highly authentic piece 
of re-creation but a beautiful piece of 
art. The result is quite unseen in this 
country before, which would have 
convinced a 12th century court as it 
will impress the 21st century viewer.” 

The map will take centre stage of 
the King’s Hall at Dover Castle’s 
keep, where a £2m transformation is 
due to be opened on August 1.

“At the foot of the Shakespeare Cliff is a tunnel 
which they dug in 1881, which stretches 2,000 
yards under the sea, and which would have gone 
to Cap Griz Nez if the chauvinists had not had 
their way. 

“If ever we are ever to have a Channel Tunnel 
this could well be the English end of it. The 
Gateway to England would sit splendidly among 
those cliffs.”

Wtfl be all aft sea 
without the RNU 


WHEN there’s trouble at sea the 
men and women of the Dover 
lifeboat are always ready to drop 
everything in the hope of saving a 
life. 

The 30 crew - who give their time for free 
- turn up eagerly at the RNLI station 
regardless of the time of day, according to 
coxswain Stuart Richardson. 

“We can only take seven of the crew on the 
boat, but a lot of the time they all show up 
wanting to help out,” he said. 

“It works on a rota basis. It’s funny - 
they’re often reluctant to admit they went on 
the last call-out in the hope that they can go 
on the next one. 

“Those who don’t come usually stay at the 
lifeboat station in case they’re needed when 
we return.” 

Mr Richardson, 37, who has been coxswain 
of the Dover lifeboat for almost two years, 
said being part of the RNLI was a way of life: 
“We don’t see it as job. Aside from training 
them up, being enthusiastic is the main 
thing we look for in volunteers.” 

Since January, the crew have been called 
out 29 times to deal with stranded sailors, 
grounded yachts and, last week, the unpleas¬ 
ant task of retrieving a body from rocks near 
Folkestone. 

Crewman Martin Collins said: “Although 
it’s hard, you get used to things like that. 
After I dealt with my first dead body I 
thought ‘Right, I’ve done my first one’ and 
you have to move on.” 

Relying solely on donations, the RNLI is 
one of many organisations hit hard by the 
recession.

Despite fund-raising events and generous 
donations, a knock-on effect from the down¬ 
turn has led to a drop in funding which goes 
towards training, equipment and mainten¬ 
ance to the City of London II lifeboat. 

Mr Richardson said: ‘We try to have a 
money reserve covering 12 months, so if we 
run out of money we can survive another 
year. But at the moment we only have a five- 
month reserve. We really need to get this up.” 

Dover lifeboat crew work closely with the 
coastguard and other onshore and offshore 
lifeboats along the south coast. 

As well as carrying out rescues, they offer 
advice to yachtsman and check boats are 
shipshape before they head to sea. 

Mr Richardson said: “As much as we like 
going out on rescues, we would rather people 
were safe and didn’t get into trouble. 

“Our job is about helping people when they 
are struggling at sea, but a main factor is 
prevention. With the recession, more people 
are staying in the UK to holiday, but they 
may not be able to afford repairs to their 
boats so we are here to offer advice to make 
trips safer for them.” 

With the Channel being one of the busiest 
shipping lanes in the world, the lifeboat is an 
important part of Dover. Mr Richardson said: 
“This isn’t just our lifeboat - it’s a big part of 
the community. 

“People should never be worried about call¬ 
ing the emergency services if they see some¬ 
one in trouble at sea. It all helps save lives.”

Regatta dragon boat race to raise money. To 
sponsor them, phone 01304 204280.

Castle's memorial plaque 
fine tribute to Lord Sandy 

A PLAQUE has been unveiled at the new vis¬ 
itor information centre at Dover Castle in 
memory of former English Heritage chairman 
Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart. 

It was unveiled at a ceremony on Thursday by 
his wife Lady Bruce-Lockhart in front of then- 
son Mark and officials from local authorities. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart, who was Tory leader 
of Kent County Council in the 1990s and made 
a life peer in 2006, died of cancer last summer. 

Before he was diagnosed, he had been 
appointed by the Government to chair English 
Heritage and became instrumental in helping 
secure the Sea Change fund for Dover. 

The vital funding means a number of regen¬ 
eration projects can start and the new visitor 
information centre at the castle - which has 
been dedicated to Lord Bruce-Lockhart - could 
be completed. 

Inspirational 

Simon Thurley, English Heritage chief exec¬ 
utive, said he was an inspirational and 
respected leader. 

He said: “A memorial plaque at Dover’s great 
castle, with its strategic and commanding loc¬ 
ation on the white cliffs, will serve as a lasting 
tribute to a great man.” 

The new visitor information centre is part of 
a range of works taking place at the castle to 
attract more tourists. 

The glass and timber-clad building was 
designed by award-winning architects Wil¬ 
kinson King and is almost twice the size of the 
previous temporary one. 

There are 300,000 visitors per year to the cas¬ 
tle, but English Heritage expects this to grow by 
60,000 over the next two to three years. 

Tracy Wahdan, operations director for the 
South East, said a larger, more welcoming cen¬ 
tre was needed: 

“Dover Castle is one of our flagship sites, 
second only to Stonehenge in popularity.”

| Can you tell us about your role in the police authority? 

A My role is to oversee Kent Police and check 
it’s doing a good job. I’m one of 17 members 
who regularly meet with the force to ask ques¬ 
tions on behalf of the public to senior officers 
and staff 

I think it’s really important that there is a 
south Kent representative on the police 
authority - someone to speak on community 
issues and represent local residents. My main 
role is to keep a close eye on budgets, look at 
audits and make sure Kent Police has the 
right finances in place.

Tell us about your background 


Q 

A 


What are your views on increasing police council tax? 

It was a hard decision and the authority 
looked at a range of options, but we did 


decide on a small increase - 12 pence a week 
for a typical band D household. But this extra 
funding will give the public what they want: 
more police on the streets. 

We’re actually one of the lowest police 
authority shires in England and Wales. Now 
each district will have a dedicated task-team to 
further reduce crime and antisocial behaviour. 

Q Do you think you've achieved anything on behalf of 
police council taxpayers? 

A My role is so important in making sure 
that the public gets value for money for 
their policing service. 


I’ve always enjoyed working with numbers 
and worked in the banking industry for 35 
years. When I retired I decided to join the 
police authority and within two months I was 
appointed chairman of the Audit and Finance 
Committee. 

I’m now in my fourth year, but it was a learn¬ 
ing curve as the public-sector culture is very 
different to the private-sector background I 
came from.

What's the biggest challenge you have to overcome? 


A Understanding police finances can be quite 
daunting. You have to be able to get to grips 
with complex budgets. We are still laymen 
holding professionals to account. 

I’ve spent quite a lot of time with my foot in 
the other camp - being the professional. Now 
it’s round the other way - I’m holding Kent 
Police to account.

How do you relax? 


I also really enjoy motorbikes. I took my bike 
test at 16 and have always loved the acceler¬ 
ation and adrenalin rush. My toy is a Triumph 
Tiger motorbike that does 0-60mph in just 
four seconds. Fantastic fun!

How would you improve policing? 


A I’d like to see the money invested in the 
force getting real results - Kent Police 
becoming one of the top 10 performing forces 
in the country. 

I’d also like to see more results from the 
Kent and Essex Police collaboration project 
where both forces join up on certain initiatives 
such as sharing a helicopter or marine servic¬ 
es. In the last year alone we saved £3 million 
as a result. 




How do you enjoy living in Kent? 


A My biggest passion is travelling and I hope 
to go to New England this year. 

I’m also a huge animal-lover and have three 
Irish setters, plus lots of cats. 


A I used to live in the Cotswolds and moved 
to Kent 18 years ago due to work. As I 
retired at the age of 50 it’s great to be so close 
to France and I like to pop across when I can.

Experts baffled 
by speed camera 
revenue drop-off

THE number of speeding drivers caught by 
cameras has dropped by nearly two-thirds in 
a year, latest figures show. 

The surprise drop has baffled road safety experts, but has 
been put down to a combination of drivers getting used to 
the cameras and the popularity of sat nav systems. 

However, critics say the figures mean nothing if they 
don’t coincide with a reduction in the number of accidents, 
deaths and injuries. 

New statistics show that last year 22,701 
drivers were clocked exceeding the speed 
limit by Gatso cameras and roadside vans - 
34,833 fewer than the year before. 

“This is a huge drop,” said Katherine 
Barrett of the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership. ‘We think people are 
becoming more tolerant of cameras and more 
aware of where they are. 

We put signs up to warn motorists, have a 
ten per cent plus 2mph tolerance level and 
publish all the locations on the website, so there isn’t real¬ 
ly an excuse. 

“Hopefully people are accepting that cameras are now a 
permanent safety feature on the roads and not there as 
revenue raisers.” 

Since the partnership was formed in 2002, 394,189 driv¬ 
ers have been snapped breaking speed limits at 75 fixed 
camera sites. 

The fixed penalty notices handed out last year represent 
£1.3 million in revenue for the Government - a huge drop 
on the £3.4m made in 2007. 

Speeding peaked in 2004 when 82,906 people were 


caught, making £5m. Every driver has to pay at least a £60 
fine and gets three points on their licence. 

Terry Hudson, area organiser for the Association of 
British Drivers, said: “This looks good on paper but have 
the rates of accidents, deaths and injuries gone down, too? 

“Cameras have their uses in some places but I don’t 
think they should be used to judge whether somebody is a 
good or bad driver. It’s about speeding in the wrong places. 

“Perhaps the reduction in tickets is due to the downturn 
in the economy and people using cars less. I think drivers 
are also more aware of the fines they will have to pay if 
they are caught.” 

Road safety campaigner Caroline Hobbs, 
whose eight-year-old daughter Jade and 
mother Margaret Kuwertz, 79, were killed 
while trying to cross the A249 at Detling, 
near Maidstone, in 2000, gave a cautious wel¬ 
come the reduction. 

“If these figures show cameras are reduc¬ 
ing accidents, that’s great,” she said. “But if it 
just means a reduction in the number of driv¬ 
ers getting ticketed, then it makes no odds. 

“Most people who drive on the A249 are 
used to the camera being there and slow 
down, and that could be the case at other sites. And lot of 
people have sat nav systems now, especially if they do a lot 
of driving, and they can warn motorists about cameras. 

“I’d put this down to people knowing where the cameras 
are and having better technology to warn them, but even 
then it’s a pretty amazing drop.” 

The partnership has also just released its latest crash fig¬ 
ures, which show the number of people killed or seriously 
injured has reduced by 63 per cent since 2002. 

“There’s no getting around it, safety cameras are definite¬ 
ly having an impact on reducing casualties,” Ms Barrett 
said.

'No water shortage despite heatwave' 

DESPITE the recent heatwave and predicted glorious summer, Kent 
is unlikely to see a hosepipe ban over the coming months. 

Environment Agency manager for Kent and East Sussex Andrew 
Pearce said the county had plenty of water in its reservoirs and 
groundwater supply because of a wet winter - but we need to save. 

He said: “In the South East we have the highest usage of water in 
the UK,” he said. “If we can reduce it by 35 litres a day to 130 litres 
per person per day, then we can save £1.6 billion in not having to 
build reservoirs.”

Senior managers and tutors praised the 
group and Mike Stanley, director of construc¬ 
tion, said the scheme had brought students 
back into education: “This is what further edu¬ 
cation is all about at grass-roots level.”

A visit to the JobCentre prompted this week's writer to ponder the failure of some to integrate, 

If you won't embrace British 
culture, why are you here? 



IS it just me, or are other people 
worried about the problems caused 
by membership of this wretched 
European Economic Community? 

I recently accompanied my son to the 
Jobcentre as, despite having a degree, he is 
unable to find a job. As the clock ticked half- 
an-hour past our appointment time, I picked 
up some literature which was lying around on 
a nearby, cracked table. 

In it, I noticed further copies of that leaflet 
on how to claim benefits; it was available in 26 
other languages and, if you did not speak one 
of those, translations were available whatever 
your language! 

In other words, immigrants who are not 
even able to speak English have the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions bending over 
backwards to help them claim unemployment 
benefits that you, I and other taxpayers fund. 

“But there aren’t that many non-English- 
speaking unemployed anyway,” you might say. 
You are probably right. Most of them seem to 


be employed in front-line ‘customer-service’ 
positions by councils, banks and other institu¬ 
tions in an attempt to make it as difficult as 
possible for us to complain about anything. 

I read the newspapers and note with interest 
the application of the racial equality laws in this 
countiy. I smile when I hear about incidents 
which the police would usually do nothing about 
suddenly being taken extremely seriously if one 
of those involved plays the race card. 

Local immigrant associations claim their 
members are singled out for abuse. Why are 
they so surprised? Their members choose to 
live in groups, wear different clothes, follow 
different religions, eat different foods and 
many can’t even speak English. 

They set themselves up as apart from eveiy- 
one else in this country and then complain they 
are treated differently. Whose fault is that? 

What finally prompted me to write this rant 
has been the proliferation of‘UK border patrol’ 
programmes on TV.

(and often working, taking the job my son so 
desperately needs), they simply take their 
details and let them out on bail. 

I would love to know how many known ille¬ 
gals have been caught, arrested and released 
to go at large again in the UK. 

And if you think me a racist thug for my 
views and blame me and ‘others’ like me for the 
recent successes of the BNP, you should know 
that I am black - that is black, not ‘ethnically 
challenged’ or of a ‘coloured persuasion’ or any 
other of that politically correct rubbish. 

I was bom in India and emigrated to the UK 
many years ago. I consider myself British, as 
reflected in my speech, my integration with 
my community, my willingness to obey Eng¬ 
lish laws and, in all ways, to act British, not 
set myself apart.

No conservation 
with these Tories 


Nick Kinsella, head of 
the UK Human 
Trafficking Centre, 
talks about his work 
and the victims 
involved 


What is the main trafficking reason? 

Sexual exploitation is the main reason. Official UN figures 
say about 80 per cent of people who are trafficked are 
women and children - but there are several other reasons 
such as benefit fraud where children are passed from 
family to family so they can claim. They are also trafficked 
to be used for street crime or domestic servitude. 

How does a trafficking network operate? 

There is no typical network, and that's what can make it 
difficult. Some trafficking is carried out by highly organ¬ 
ised international criminal gangs who run the process from 
beginning to end, from the initial contact to the exploitat¬ 
ion itself. We have also come across much smaller, more 
informal, gangs who are only involved in part of the chain. 
So a gang in Bulgaria might pass victims on to another 
group. The bottom line with trafficking is that it's all about 
money. Traffickers trade people for money just like drugs, 
counterfeit money or guns. It is a modern-day slave trade. 

How are you combating the trade? 

The UKHTC includes dozens of organisations, including 
the police, the serious crime investigation team, social 
services and the Crown Prosecution Service. 

It is not an immigration issue; 25 per cent of victims are 
EU nationals - they are entitled to be here, they are just 
being exploited. This is often what makes it so difficult to 
spot at border controls. Most of the victims who come in 
do so legally. When they are stopped they are relaxed and 
happy because they think they are here to start a better 
life where they can support themselves and their families. 


Shepway Conservatives’ terrible 
reputation when it comes to 
preserving our local history and 
culture has taken a further step 
into the abyss. 

No one could be blamed for 
thinking a perfectly good 1920s 
house, in character with its 
neighbouring properties and 
situated within a conservation 
area, would be under no threat 
from an application for 
demolition and replacement. 

Certainly not from a planning 
application for an alternative 
glass and stainless-steel modem 
design. 

But that is what has happened 
to Sandgate’s western coastal 
strip, set within a conservation 
area, when Shepway’s 
Conservatives approved it at a 
planning meeting. 

Nothing wrong with the 
proposed new design per se, but 
it does nothing to ‘protect’ and 
‘enhance’ the conservation area 
that any application ‘must’ 
demonstrate in planning law for 
a granting of permission. 

While Shepway’s Conservatives 
remain in charge, please don’t 
think our conservation areas 
remain safe - far from it!

accept the advice of Natural 
England, which opposes the 
redevelopment of our airport, in 
preference to the Environment 
Agency, which supports it. 

We believe this to be a 
convenient cop-out by Shepway, 
which has ulterior motives. 

Natural England changed its 
name six years ago, for no 
apparent reason, at a cost of 
£2.2 million to the taxpayers. 

We believe that Natural 
England has actively supported 
gravel extraction on the Marsh, 
which has created deep, 
dangerous gravel pits in which 
people have drowned. 

The destruction of rare plants, 
fauna and the natural habitat of 
the indigenous wildlife by gravel 
extraction is obviously of no 
concern to this organisation. 

The creation of habitat for 
non-indigenous wildlife, to the 
detriment of people, is the 
priority - incredible! 

Natural England did nothing to 
support Lydd Town Council and 
Shepway council in dealing with 
a group of people who violated an 
SSSI adjoining the airfield by 
setting up a motorcycle track - 
without planning permission. 

This track is still there. 

Natural England advocated a 
‘managed retreat’ policy at Jurys 
Gap which would have had 
catastrophic consequences for the 
entire Marsh. Happily the 
Environment Agency’s policy of 
‘hold the line’, with the support of 
the Ministry of Defence, 
prevailed - sanity prevailed. 

It is time for Shepway council 
and Natural England to come 
clean on this issue. The council 
owns the airfield site. The site 
sits on a huge deposit of gravel 
and sand - a gift from the sea. 

Cash-strapped Shepway 
council would make millions 


from the aggregate companies. 
Natural England would revel in 
a new play area and the Marsh 
would be left with an enormous 
gravel pit all the way to 
Greatstone, with its consequences.

While this may be reduced as a 
result of the recession, it shows 
the importance of reducing 
aviation emissions. 

In short, regional airports like 
Manston and Lydd should be put 
to other uses as part of a strategy 
to reduce emissions.

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Captain Sensible? 

A Folkestone paper ran an article on 
August 19, 2004, in regard to the 
removal of the link span. 

In this it was implied that the 
roll-on, roll-off ferry terminal at 
Folkestone harbour built in 1971-2 
was built to last only about eight 
years - “so it would appear to me 
(Alan Taylor) that the link span that 
was removed was well past its 
sell-by date”. 

We were updated by Roger De 
Haan’s Folkestone Harbour 
Company Limited news statement 
of January 17,2005, that there were 
plans to extensively regenerate the 
port. These included a harbour 
dredging programme and 
refurbishment of existing berths. 

In the year before the Sealink 
ports, harbours, ships, routes and 
services fell into the hands of James 
Sherwood’s Sea Containers. 

In 1983 2,119,653 passengers used 
the Folkestone-Boulogne services. 

The latest craft on the cross- 
Channel scene, the Norman Arrow, 
draws in less draft than MV 
Hengist & MV Horsa and is also 
slightly smaller in length than the 
much-loved vessels. 

The LD Lines Norman Arrow is 
currently running out of the Port of 
Dover instead of from Folkestone. 

If the harbour is allowed to be 
regenerated for the return of the 
Folkestone-Boulogne cross-Channel 
car ferry services, then the economy 
of the harbour town of Folkestone, 
which runs hand by hand with the 


harbour, will be regenerated. 

As for the Folkestone harbour 
railway branch line, instead of 
closing, it could bring back sea-rail 
traffic and classic passengers that 
Dover port cannot accommodate - 
even perhaps the famous VSOE 
trains could return to the port of 
Folkestone. 

Shepway council’s Local 
Development Framework Core 
Strategy to 2026 ‘consultation’ is 
due to be finished on July 24. 

Carrying out a search for words 
such as port, harbour, ships, ferries 
and railway in the council’s latest 
consultation document on the Local 
Plan produces nothing - it is as if 
Folkestone being a cross-Channel 
ferry port has been wiped out of the 
council’s memory 

The time is now for only sensible 
people to talk sensibly about 
sensible craft and sensible services.

I’VE been talking to Robin Wright 
Penn for ten minutes and she’s 
already slipped into an English 
accent three times. 

We’re in Edinburgh, where she is promoting 
her latest film The Private Lives Of Pippa Lee 
and on the first two occasions I assume she’s 
putting it on for comic effect. 

On the third, I can’t help but point these 
moments of received pronunciation and she 
looks startled. 

“I know,” the 43-year-old says confessionally. 
“It’s because when I’m around you people I feel 
just like I have to speak like this because I 
hate my accent. I feel very American around 
you guys.” 

She starts making a whining sound and 
adds: “That’s what I sound like to myself when 
I’m around you.” 

Robin’s father is English so she had a head¬ 
start with the accent and the California-based 
actress admits that - after putting on her cos¬ 
tume - adopting another accent helps her get 
into character. 

“Clothing is so important to me when find¬ 
ing a character. It changes your walk, the way 
you hold your arms, the way you sit: it’s maybe 
the most important thing. Of course, if you 
have an accent, that’s even better.” 

In her title role as Pippa Lee, a 50-year-old 
woman heading for a mental breakdown after 
moving to a retirement village with her older 
husband, Robin didn’t have to feign an accent. 
But her clothes, she says, were instrumental in 
getting herself into the prim and proper role. 

Given starched beige trousers and plain 
blouses, her on-screen wardrobe is eye-catch¬ 
ing in its plainness.

“It was genius picking those very conserva¬ 
tive, wardrobe pieces for me, and the curl in 
the hair aged me, too. 

Although close to her character in age, the 
almost-50 actress says the clothes really 
helped her get into the part. 

“I really felt her, every day, because I wear 
this,” she says, pointing at her skinny jeans 
and tailored leather jacket. “Always have.” 

In the film, Pippa has an affair with her 
friend’s son, played by Keanu Reeves, who res¬ 
cues her from her troubled past and the sub¬ 
urban drudgery in which she ends up living.

O PSYCH0VILLE 

BBC2,10pm, Friday 

IN a week of bizarre news - which saw 
mourners wave a white-gloved goodbye 
to the king of pop and a man drowned 
in a vat of chocolate - Psychoville 
seems genteel in comparison. 

The fourth instalment of this serial 
killer panto was most notable for one 
extraordinary thing. 

It wasn’t the usual queasy blend of 
Hammer horror schlock and dark 
humour that was unusual. 

Anyone familiar with its creators - 
the men behind BBC2’s equally 
disturbing League of Gentlemen - 
will be well used to that. 

What was incredible was how tech¬ 
nically perfect this episode seemed, 
done as it was in one long unflinching 
and brutally involving shot. 

For the unaware, Psychoville tells 
the macabre tale of a freakish 
assortment of murderous characters 
all over the country who are being 
blackmailed by a shadowy raincoated 
and glove-wearing bloke. 

Its cast includes a blind toy-obsessed 
loner, a pom movie panto dwarf, a one- 
handed clown and a nurse who thinks 
her baby doll is alive. 

The previous three episodes paraded 
the oddball cast in a series of cringe- 
inducing, bloodthirsty and lurid scenarios 
- that were often brutal, slickly edited 
and occasionally hilarious. 

A link between all of them has been 
hinted at and it appeared we were 
headed towards a formulaic ending, 
tying up the loose ends. 

But on Thursday last week, the 
show took an unexpected detour into 
an apparently traditional BBC format 
- the television play.

Rural escape is fun for the family 


FACT FILE: WEST SUSSEX

TAKING care to dodge the cyclists, 
I moved to the edge of the rutted 
chalk footpath to take in the view 
from Britain’s next national park - 
and saw a panorama to compare 
with the Alps. 

To the north, beyond the plain of the Weald, 
was the ridge my National Trust notes identi¬ 
fied as the Hog’s Back. “Blunt bow-headed, 
whale-backed downs” is how Rudyard Kipling 
described a similar scene. 

Below me, the village of South Harting was 
nestled around its medieval church spire, the 
fields occasionally patterned by sunlight 
bursting between clouds. 

Gloomsters agonise about the fate of the 
South Downs when it becomes Britain’s 15th 
National Park in 2010. But in the sleepy rural 
lanes of West Sussex, southwards from 
Crawley through the Arun Valley to the coast, 
only a vivid imagination would worry about 
this special place getting too crowded. 

The town of Arundel, for example, is such a 
historic gem that you would expect it to be 
swamped already. 

Is the castle worth it for visitors paying £15 
per head? Probably, because you get so many 
bangs for your bucks: walled gardens, aug¬ 
mented by the spectacular Earl Collector’s 
Garden opened last summer; the keep and its 
ancient battlements, voice-overs re-enacting a 
Civil War siege; and then the house itself, 
largely rebuilt in the late-19th Century and 
family home for generations of the Howards, 
one England’s great Catholic families. 

Beyond the castle are the sort of attractions 
that would enable a family to holiday happily 


around Arundel this summer for a week. 

At Swanborough Lake, where families go 
boating beneath cliffs covered in trees and 
bushes, the setting is so perfect that Sir 
Winston Churchill tried to paint it when he 
stayed at the castle. 

Nearby, the 65-acre Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Centre, part of the famous charity based at 
Slimbridge, offers challenges galore with an 
‘eco’ theme: sunrise safaris; evening bat walks; 
silent, electric boat rides; summer pond¬ 
dipping and bug-hunting; collections of rare 
species of wildfowls; and play areas with two 
new giant bird feeders large enough for chil¬ 
dren to climb inside. 

A couple of miles away was our base to 
explore this delightful comer of West Sussex: 
the remarkable Bailiffscourt Hotel, one of 
few country-house hotels with the sea at the 


bottom of the garden - the English Channel on 
the shingle of Climping Beach. 

With mellow stone walls beneath a massive 
thatched roof, Bailiffscourt would appear to be 
a centuries-old Cotswold house. In fact, this 
splendid architectural fake was created by the 
Guinness family in the 1930s, and has become 
the sort of place where couples go for a quiet, 
luxurious stay to remember. 

Forget all that waffle about Wi-Fi - our room 
had a huge four-poster bed, an open fireplace, 
already laid with paper and kindling, and a 
basket of logs to be tossed on the flames when¬ 
ever we felt a tad chilly. 

Next morning, before breakfast, the ultimate 
luxury: a choice between a visit to the health 
club with both indoor and outdoor pools, or an 
easy stroll down to the beach to share the ris¬ 
ing dawn with the wave-skimming seagulls.

Offset mortgages can 
work saving wonders 

OFFSET mortgages can be attractive for 
borrowers with spare cash they want to 
hang on to but that is not earning much 
interest because of low interest rates. 

This type of mortgage allows home- 
owners to use their savings to reduce 
loan costs while keeping access to their 
money - and to earn an interest rate of 
4.6 per cent. 

They work because those who use 
them as well as taking out a mortgage 
have a separate savings account with 
the bank that has lent the mortgage. 

Instead of receiving interest, these 
linked accounts reduce the interest paid 
on the mortgage. 

The account balance is subtracted 
from the mortgage debt, with loan inter¬ 
est only charged on the net difference. 

According to First Direct, the average 
homeowner earns 4.6 per cent on sav¬ 
ings linked to these mortgages. 

However, offset loan rates can be high¬ 
er than those on other mortgages. 

Offsets make most sense for borrowers 
with significant savings, particularly 
higher-rate taxpayers who would other¬ 
wise lose 40 per cent of their interest in 
taxable accounts. 

Company tackles site 
shunned by builders 

REGENERATION specialist the Brown¬ 
field Land Assembly Company has 
bought the old Bede and Dunstan 
Homes in College Road, Deal, and plans 
to build 16 new affordable homes. 

The five two-bedroom houses and 11 
three-bedroom houses will be built to 
Level 3 of the Government’s Code for 
Sustainable Homes and will be among 
the greenest in the area. 

BLAC is funded by the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
has been established by Hyde Housing 
Association Limited, RJ Barwick 
Limited and South East England 
Development Agency to tackle the short¬ 
age of housing in the South East. 

It is funded specifically to identify, 
acquire and make useable difficult 
development sites. The College Road site 
had not attracted commercial interest 
due to the presence of asbestos, demoli¬ 
tion costs and flood-risk issues. 

BLAC is now working with Dover 
District Council and the Environment 
Agency to prepare the half-acre site for 
construction. Subject to planning per¬ 
mission, it is hoped construction will 
begin towards the end of the year.

ENERGY firms operating in the 
county may be in breach of EU 
rules by overcharging thousands of 
our poorest households. 

The warning comes from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing hard-up 
families. 

It comes after it emerged that several ener¬ 
gy firms were allowed to overcharge prepay 
meter customers by £464 million over a three- 
year period. 

While they are allowed to charge higher 
prices to prepay customers to cover meter 
installation and maintenance costs, those 
charges need to be ‘cost-reflective’, otherwise 
suppliers risk being in breach of EU directives. 

Between 2006-08, millions of prepay meter 
customers were charged well in excess of the 
average extra cost for installing and maintain¬ 
ing both gas and electricity prepay meters,

to tempt a variety of buyers needing a 
weekday van/weekend family holdall.

150bhp motor takes the Grand Picasso to 
62mph in 10.2 seconds. And the six-speed EGS 
can also be driven in fully automatic mode or as 
a clutchless manual using a sequential lever or 
paddle shifts either side of the stationary steer¬ 
ing wheel hub - now a Citroen trademark. 

Wilmoths, Maidstone general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton, said: “Even I didn’t like the 
sound of this combination at first, but the 1.6 
engine has plenty of go and the gearbox learns 
your style of driving. 

“The proof of the pudding is that most people 
who try the EGS gearbox, end up buying one 
and we have had just one complaint.” 

Amazingly, the EGS can memorise up to four 
regular drivers; once it has your ‘number’ it 
recognises who has slipped behind the wheel 
and adopts the correct mode. 

And while it cannot match a diesel fuel sav¬ 
ing, this cheaper petrol auto combination 
offers greater economy than a conventional 
manual, as well as low emissions to make it a 
reasonably ‘green’ option. 

Our mid-range VTR+ model is priced at 
£19,855, but Wilmoths currently has a £1,500 
Grand Picasso discount promotion plus zero 
per cent finance. 


PABLO Picasso was a master of 
the unorthodox and it is not hard 
to see why Citroen "signed 7 its MPV 
sub-brand after the Spanish artist. 

The seven-seat C4 Grand Picasso (from 
£14,995) certainly fits the gallery with its dra¬ 
matic lines and interior flexibility. 

The cabin seems huge even without the £610 
full-length panoramic roof and there is plenty 
of stowage, with big lidded bins on a dash¬ 
board that mixes pragmatic layout with flair. 

Comfortable seats complement good ride 
quality and refinement and the middle three 
adjust quickly and separately and flip/slide 
simply for access to the rearmost pair, though 
using these leaves minimal boot space. 

I would normally recommend buying a 
diesel MPV for economy and low-down grunt 
to cope with possible heavy loads, even though 
you must cover more miles to recover higher 
upfront costs. 

So I was dubious about the 1.6-litre petrol 
test car with Citroen’s EGS semi-auto gear¬ 
box, loaned by Wilmoths, Maidstone. 

Doubts dispersed quickly though; the lively

CATCH OF THE DAY 



Bait up, there's big 
bass to be found 

By TONY HILLS, a keen beach and 
boat angler with 50 years' 
experience fishing Dungeness and 
District and vice-chairman of the 
Dungeness Angling Association 

WITH the sudden change to 
unsettled weather we are now 
fishing autumn conditions, with 
small codling being caught at 
Dungeness. 

PIRATE SPRINGS AND UTTLEST0NE: If the wind 
blows south to south-east, this area can fish 
after dark. 

DUNGENESS: Around the point should throw 
up some big bass - the biggest I have heard 
of so far is more than 161b. Low water going 
into dark should be best and classic worm 
baits should produce results. Don’t be sur¬ 
prised to catch a few small codling until the 

DENGEMARSH & GALLOWAYS: Depending on the 
tide, these venues are great surf beaches in 
a south-westerly, up to a force five. Again 
bass would be the target, with sole number 
one if the wind drops after dark. 

JURYSGAP: In these conditions it can be diffi¬ 
cult being so shallow, but again after dark 
should be best. 

BOAT-FISHING: The banks still offer the best 
chance, with plaice, dabs and black bream. 
Rough ground is producing mixed species 
including codling. With the water churned 
up by the weather, it is worth trying drag¬ 
ging baits in deep water.
